Written in pencil the pocket- 


sized book describes «igh

Obviously there is no provision for exemp- 
tions in real estate taxes and probably the 
legislature had that in mind when it found 
it necessary to specifically provide for ex- 
emptions in income taxes. However, it is 
impossible to predict what the supreme 
court's opinion would be on this matter. 
There are other ironclad provisions in the 
constitution which, as they are now inter- 
preted, give the words in the constitution 
strange meanings. 


For example, in the provision on con- 


tracting state debts, the constitution says, 
"The states shall never contract any public 
debt except in the cases and manner here- 
in provided."

Spears Keeps His Secret 


Robert Vernon Spears, 64, an ex-con-

There has been concern in Germany as 


well as in the United States about charges 
that the German people, particularly Ger- 
man youth, have not been made aware of 
the hideous things that went on under the 
Nazi regime.

The FBI has questioned him frequently 


since his arrest and will continue its at- 
tempt to learn what happened on the Na- 
tional airliner while Spears sits in prison. 


This is getting information the hard 


way. It would seem that in a case like this 
the judge might grant immunity from 
prosecution for the bombing and the at- 
tempted insurance fraud and authorize 
some extra legal means such as the use of 
a truth serum to find out what happened. 
It is more important for the public to know 
the truth here than it is to protect the right 
to prosecute this man further since he will 
be past 70 before his present term ex- 
pires.

When Hurricane Connie 


whirled towards the U. S. 
coast in August, 1955, an 
odd-looking craft wallowed 
up Chesapeake bay 
just 


ahead of the oncoming gales. 
It was the United States fri- 
gate Constellation, old e s t 
American fighting ship, her 
masts and spars gone and 
her hull gripped tight in a 
floating dry dock. Pulled by 
a panting tug, she was rac- 
ing for her life. 


She made it, warping into 


a berth in Baltimore harbor 
3ust before the hurricane hit, 
but the gala reception plan- 
ned for her arrival bad to be 
postponed. 


For the Constellation such 


ill fortune was perfectly 
normal. More than any other 
American ship, she holds 
the undisputed record for 
plain bad luck. Embarrassed 
in battle, repeatedly depriv- 
ed of her rightful glory, 
cheated out of an entire war, 
she even had her very name 
scandalized. 


Born in Trouble 


The Constellation's trou- 


bles started even before she 
was built. She was author- 
ized by the Naval Act of 
1794, which was passed to 
create a navy to cope with 
Algerian raids on American 
merchantmen. Her design- 
ers immediately fought over 
the Constellation's plans. A 
year after the act's passage, 
only the bare ribs of the Con- 
stellation, which was to be a 
frigate of 36 guns, poked into 
the air. Then, to cap every- 
thing off, a peace treaty was 


The Constellation was 


doomed to do everything 
wrong. She missed out on 
an entire war, banged her- 
self up in battles, and ran 
aground on a sandbar 
while she was trying to get 
to the War of 1812. Now 
there's doubt that h?r re- 
mains, which loyal Mary- 
landers are trying to en- 
shrine, are really hers.

their war effort against the 
British, French ships were 
seizing and sometimes sink- 
ing or burning neutral Amer- 
ican ships suspected of car- 
rying goods to and from 
England. With as large a 
force as could be scraped 
up, the Constellation sailed 
for the West Indies, to at- 
tack elements of the French 
Navy at one of their main 
bases. Captain of the frigate 
was Thomas Truxtun, a red- 
faced, bewigged, gouty mar- 
tinet who schooled his junior 


officers so well that he is 
frequently c a l l e d "The 
Father of the Navy." 


First Good Luck 


For once the Constellation 


had a stroke of good luck. 
She was the first to sight, ,a 
French 
warship, the In- 


surgente, 
new 
and 
fast. 


Using a squally wind with all 
the skill gained in his priva- 
teering days, Truxtun swept 
down on the 
Insurgente, 


managed to ma n e u v e r 
across her bow and sent a 
broadside of cannon balls, 
spikes, and twisted metal 
screaming the length of her 
deck. Then a lucky shot from 
the Insurgente neatly hit 
Truxtun's foremast. 


had. to watch helplessly as 
the Vengeance limped away.

THE PROBLEMS 


The problems in refashion-

Soviets in Both Missiles, Rockets

In speaking to the nation Sunday night on defense, Presi- 


dent Eisenhower will be trying to reverse a current of pub- 
lic opinion against him on this issue. 


During the last three weeks this reporter has been trav- 


eling around the country asking typical housewives, work- 
ers, merchants and farmers where they think the United 
States stands in relation to Russia in military strength. 


So far my survey results show that well over half of the 


persons interviewed in 11 cities 
and four farm counties feel 
"we are behind the Russians1' 
principally in missiles and 
rockets. 


Only a fourth see us ahead 


of the Soviets or "about even ' 
with them. 


Another fifth of those inter- 


viewed confess, "I don't know 
what to believe" or, "You get 
confused reading one thing 
one day and something else 
the next day." 


However, of those who say 


we are laging behind the Sovi- 
ets, four out of 10 respond with 
an emphatic "no" when ask- 
ed: "Would you pay higher 
taxes to spend more on de- 
fense?" 


Go Into Debt 


pers and hear over TV things 
don't sound good for us." 


O t h e r typical comments 


"We'd have to go into debt to 


pay more taxes," runs a com- 
mon protest. Others want to 
"take some of that foreign aid 
and use it for more defense."

Faced with this dilemma, 


some persons declare, "I have 
faith in this country. I don't 
believe we're behind the Rus- 
sians in anything." 
Many 


more voice their confidence 
that "we have secret weapons 
we are not talking about." 


Others say simply, "I have 


great confidence in the people 
running this 
country" 
or 


"Eisenhower is in a position to 
know the facts. He wouldn't 
expose the country to any dan- 
ger." 


At the outset of my survey 


this confidence in Eisenhower 
seemed fairly general. But it 
tended to give way to a deepen- 
ing fear as the defense debate 
in Washington continued.

Schism Among Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Became Public in 1960 Budget Talks 


Congress Disturbed by Division 
Of Views on Massive Retaliation 


BY GEN. MAXWELL D. TAYLOR, ret. 


As the policy review proceeded hi the spring of 1958, it 


was apparent there would be a major split within the JCS. 
The army, suported this time by the navy and marine corps, 
held that former statements of basic military policy were 
inadequate in an era of mutual deterrence and encouraged 
an undue reliance upon nuclear weapons, particularly upon 
large yield weapons, to the impairment of the conventional 
capabilities of all services. 


The air force would have no 


*32ft of such thinkinc. Some 
of its spokesmen went so far 
as to accuse advocates of the 
new philosophy of betraying 
the national interest. Such 
talk, they felt, would inspire 
doubt as to whether the U. S. 
was prepared to use the wea- 
pons in its nuclear arsenal. 


Sixth of Series 


For them, the growth of the 
Soviet nuclear power chang- 
ed nothing other than to ac- 
centuate the need for more 
atomic weapons and deliv- 
ery vehicles to stay 
safely 


ahead of the Russians. 


The split in the armed ser- 


vices was carried first to the 
secretary of defense and then 
to the national security coun- 
cil. Acting as the spokesman 
for the army, navy, and ma- 
rine corps before the council, 
I expressed our common feel- 
ing. There had been sufficient 
evidence of the deterioration 
of our international power po- 
sition in relation to that of the 
Soviet bloc to convince us 
that a thorough reappraisal 
of our military strategy was 
essential. 


Readjustment Problem 


The overall problem, as I 


saw it, was to readjust our 
strategy to a period of mutual 
deterrence. It could be as- 
sumed that the United States 
and the USSR would be in- 
creasingly restrained f r o m 
deliberately initiating a gen- 
eral nuclear war. In such a 
situation, there was no place 
for a policy of massive nu- 
clear retaliation except as a 
deterrent to total nuclear war 
or as a reprisal if one began. 
It was doubtful whether eith- 
er the Soviets or our allies be- 
lieved we would use our re- 
taliatory power for anything 
other than to preserve our 
own existence. 


I stated our atomic deter-

new. 
Initially, the concept 


had been that ground forces 
in Europe and the far east 
were the shield behind which 
the U.S. could deliver the de- 
vastating blows of its atomic 
sword. Now the role was be- 
ing reversed. 


No Changes Made 


After I had finished 
my 


statement. Gens. Twining and 
White presented the air force 
point of view, which was to 
retain unchanged the status 
quo of our military strategy.
